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Threats send Hanafi to jail 


Washington (AP) -- Hamaas Abdul 


Khaalis, free since his Hanafi Moslem band 
held 134 hostages, was jailed Thursday afte- 
a judge was told a police wiretap recorded 
Khaalis making "blood-curdling threats." 


Within hours after Khaalis was taken to 


jail, his son-in-law was arrested on a federal 
weapons charge and Treasury agents armed 
>with warrants searched two houses in subur- 
ban Maryland. 


"We found guns at both premises," said' 


Warren McConnell a spokesman for 
Treasury's Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. "We understand members of the 
Hanafis live there." 


At one of the houses, in Hyattsville, Md., 


local police arrested three men on charges of 
carrying deadly weapons. Police in 
Montgomery County, Md., who accompanied 
the federal agents to a house in Kensington, 
said they had been instructed not to say 
anything. 


The arrests and raids followed a 


policeman's testimony at a hearing for 
Khaalis that since 1973 the Hanafis have 
bought 40 or 50 guns. 
Judge lets 
Steinmark 
out of pen

On Thursday morning, Donald Stein- 


mark, handcuffed and shackled, walked out- 
side the Nebraska Penal Complex walls for 
^the first time in about a year. 


Several hours later, at a hearing in U.S. 


District Court in Omaha, Steinmark laid his 
head on the counsel table and wept after U.S. 
District Court Judge Albert SchaU ruled him 
eligible for bond. 


Members of Steinmark's family, sitting 


in the courtroom, hung their heads and wept 
with him. 


Steinmark was released Thursday on $5,- 


000 bond. Schatz allowed Steinmark to pay 
KTc — $500'— of the amount. 


To Steinmark, this was another step 


toward freedom and clearing his record of 
crimes he claims he did not commit. 


Steinmark, 39, of Kearney, entered the 


Penal Complex last April 19, sentenced to a 
total of six to 18 years. 


Judge Donald Weaver found Steinmark 


guilty in 1975 on two counts of selling 
marijuana and amphetamines. He was con- 
victed in Buffalo County District Court on the 
uncorroborated testimony of three-time con- 
victed felon Dennis Landrie, who was 
working as an informant for the Nebraska 
State Patrol 


Schatz granted Steinmark a writ of 


habeas corpus on March 3. 


Schatz' ruling overturned a Nebraska 


Supreme Court decision which had upheld the 
original ruling of the Buffalo County District 
Court. 


Schatz ruled, in part, that the Buffalo

At the hearing, the judge was told of the 


threats overheard on a court-ordered 
wiretap. 


Chief Judge Harold Greene of the District 


of Columbia Superior Court said he did not 
regard the threats "as idle words" and 
revoked the no-money, personal recognizance 
bond that allowed Khaalis to get home hours 
after the hostages were released. 


"I think there are realistic indications that 


the defendant, if he remains at large, poses a 
danger to the community," Greene said after 
a three-hour hearing. Revocation of the per- 
sonal recognizance bond means Khaalis no 
longer is eligible for release on bail. 


Twenty minutes after the hearing ended, 


Treasury agents arrested Khaalis' son-in- 
law, 
Abdul Aziz, on charges of violating 


federal firearms laws. Details of the charge 
were not available immediately. Aziz acted 
as the Hanafi spokesman during the 38 hours 
hostages were held, but took no part in the in- 
cident. 


Immediately after the! judge acted, U.S. 


marshals surrounded Khaalis and took him to 
jail under heavy guard. He never spoke 


during the hearing, but several times glanced' 
at his veiled wife and Aziz, sitting in the se- 
cond row of spectator seats in the packed 
courtroom. 


All 12 of the Hanafis who seized three 


buildings three weeks ago now are in jail 
awaiting grand jury action. They are charged 
with armed kidnaping. Nine are held in lieu of 
$50,000 bond, two in lieu of $75,000. 


U.S. Atty. Earl J. S'lbert told Greene that a 


wiretap had been placed on Khaalis' home- 
headquarters in northwest Washington. On 
Tuesday, he said, Aziz telephoned Khaalis 
and said he had been searched on returning 
from "some Arab country." 


Siibert said Khaalis shouted: "I'll kill all 


200 people today. Tell them I'll let some of 
my men go. We're going to get the govern- 
ment for this. If they are going to get rough, 
we are going to get rough." 


Khaalis' lawyer, former Superior Court 


Judge Harry T. Alexander, said "it takes a 
great stretch of imagination ... to see Mr. 
Khaalis as a danger to the community." 


But Greene said Khaalis1 remarks "con- 


tained no serious threat if they were standing 
alone . . . but these threats do not stand 
alone. Mr. Khaalis has on previous occasions 
made threats and on March 9, 10, and 11 
carried them out. In that case, I don't regard 
them as idle words." 


The hostages were held at the B'nai E'riai 


world headquarters, the Islamic Center and 
the District Building, Washington's city hall. 


A radio reporter was shot to death at the 


District Building and a city councilman and 
two others were wounded. Some of the 
hostages were beaten and cut with swords 
some of the intruders brandished. 


Khaalis had been scheduled for a 


preliminary hearing before Superior Court 
Judge Carl H. Moultrie. Because Alexander 
had just become Khaalis' lawyer. Moultrie 
postpored that hearing until April 11. A 
preliminary hearing is held to determine 
whether there is probable cause to hold a 
prisoner for grand jury action. 


Then Siibert filed his motion to revoke 


Khaalis' personal recognizance bond and 
Moultrie \vas replaced on the bench by 
Greene, who had treed Khaalis originally.

Schatz ruled that, within 90 days, Stein- 


mark must be retried in the Buffalo County 
District Court, or the attorney general's of- 
fice must appeal Schatz's ruling to the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in St. Louis. 


If neither agency acted within that time, 


Steinmark would be freed, Schatz ruled. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Pat O'Brien said that the 


state would not appeal Schatz's ruling. 


"We do not find this an appropriate case 


to take to the 8th Circuit Court of Appeals," 


he said. "Those problems (cited in Schatz's 
ruling) can be rectified in the county court." 


The Buffalo County attorney's office now 


has about 60 days left to retry Steinmark. 


Buffalo County Atty. Gary Hogg was out 


of town Thursday. 


A secretary in his office said. "I believe 


we are" filing for another trial. But she im- 
mediately amended the comment, saying all 
official statements had to come from Hogg. 


As part of the evidence introduced on 


Steinmark's behalf, his attorney, Kirk Naylor 
of Lincoln, presented a statement signed by 
Buffalo County Sheriff Vernon Newbold. 


Newbold said he believed Steinmark 


"would be no problem and would abide by the 


court's order if he were released on bail."

Naylor also told the court that Steinmark 


had no previous misdemeanor or felony con- 
victions. He added that Steinmark had" been 
offered a job in Kearney which would help 
him contribute to the support of his two 
minor children.

Airport noise is having a minimal 


impact on Lincoln, a study showed

The word came during a special 


Lincoln Airport Authority meeting on 
the stady done by the Chicago firm of 
Ralph H Burke Associates. 


The report showed that only a por- 


tion of the Capitol Beach area gets 
enough airplane noise to annoy 
residents. 


Other areas were outside the sec- 


tion which would be called annoying, 
according to a Lancaster County 
Health Department evaluation of 
decibel levels. 


Other portions of the county which 


had what would be considered bother- 
some sound were either open, in- 
dustrial or railroad areas. 


The study showed civilian air traf- 


fic — non-military takeoff* and lan- 
dings - had almost no noise impai" 
on Lincoln. 


An Air Nation*! Guard study also 


showed little military airplane noise 


problem but when combined with 
civilian noise levels, loudness did 
affect the Capitol Beach area. 


The stady showed an amoeba-like 


computer "footprint" on a map. 


The areas depicted graduations in 


loudness with & to 70 beit^ tolerable, 
70 to 75 creating seme discomfort and 
75 to W too loud for outdoor activities 


The numbers are roughly 


equivalent to decibels, an engineer 
explained. Sounds contributing to 
bearing loss start about 70 decibels, 
while amoving noise is rated about 
«. A diesel" train wortd Se about 80 to 
£ decibel*

almost all on airport property.

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Many jet crash victims 
too terrorized to escape

Laguna Hills. Calif. (AP) — Jet crash sur- 


vivor Floy Heck says as many as 100 of the 
passengers who died in the Canary Islands dis- 
aster might have survived but they were frozen 
in terror and unable to escape. 


"They just didn't move," said the 70-year-old 


Mrs. Heck, whose husband dragged her from 
the Pan American World Airways wreckage 
before it exploded in flames. "On their side of 
the plane, the whole wall was blown away. I 
believe at least another 100 could have been 
saved but they were sitting there just 
transfixed." 


Mrs, Heck, a resident of the Leisure World 


retirement community, was released from the 
University of California Medical Center burn 
center in Irvine Wednesday night. Her hus- 
band, Paul, is one of eight of the survivors still 
hospitalized there. Sixty-two survivors 
remained hospitalized at various places around 
the country. 


"It was like the Hindenburg blowing up," 


Mrs Heck said, referring to the German 
dirigible that crashed in 1937. "It was a terri- 
ble sight. I said. 'Jesus, help me, help me,' and 
he did " 


She said that after the Pt.n Am and Dutch 


KLM jumbo jets crashed in the fog-shrouded 


runway, "Someone yelled out that we had been 
bombed. There were splinters of wood, metal 
and debris and also fire. The ceiling was falling 
down on us. I thought for certain that this was 
the end." 


Another survivor, John Combs, 64, of 


Hawaii, said: "I felt like a wienie being basted 
with a piece of bacon in an oven. I thought it 
was all over. The captains were yelling at us to 
get away. The plane was going to go but I 
couldn't leave my baby of 39 years, really. I 
simply had to go back and find her." 


Someone helped him find his wife, Louise, 59, 


and pull her out of the wreckage, he said. 
Combs, staying at Newport Beach, was 
released from UCI Medical Center on 
Wednesday but his wife remains hospitalized 
with a broken back and burns. 


The most seriously injured among the sur- 


vivors are hospitalized at the Brooke Army 
Medical Center at Ft. Sam Houston in Texas, 
where doctors reported that the 12 burn 
patients spent a restful night and were in 
rtable condition. A doctor said the first few 
days are the most crucial for burn patients but 
that the danger of infection is present until the 
wounds are healed.

rows of wooden coffins in a hangar. Both air- 
lines said they would fly their own dead home 


The tail of the KLM jet, the biggest piece of 


debris remaining from the Dutch plane, was 
pulled off the runway by cranes Thursday, and 
workmen turned to the Pan Am wreckage. 


Announcing that cockpit voice recorders and 


digital flight recorders — black boxes — from 
both planes had been turned over to in- 
vestigators by Spanish authorities, chief U.S. 
investigator William R Haley called the elec- 
tronic evidence "important and valuable infor- 
mation.'' 


He said the black boxes would tell American, 


Dutch and Spanish investigators the speed and 
direction of both planes and confirm inter- 
pretations that the KLM jet was airborne just 
before the crash. 


But he indicated answers to these crucial 


questions were more likely to be found in the 
taped conversation of the crews and the control 
tower just before the accident: 


—Why did the KLM jumbo apparently try to 


take off without clearance from the control 
tower? 


—Did Pan Am's plane taxi beyond the 


runway exit that would have taken it out of the 
path of the oncoming Dutch jet? 


—Did the Spanish control tower give unclear 


taxiing or take off instructions? 


The Dutch investigation team has 


acknowledged the KLM plane was not cleared 
by the control tower for take off. But there has 
been no clarification of why the KLM jet began 
rolling down the runway.

Tfie Warren Commission concluded that 


Ruby, who killed Oswald, did not know 
Oswald before the assassination. It also said 
it investigated numerous reports of them 
being seen together in Ruby's night club and 
"found none which merits credence." 


The investigators told the committee in the 


secret briefing that the head nurse in the 
operating room the day Kennedy was killed 
told them four or five fragments — not one 
clean bullet — were removed from former 
Gov.

sing piece of bullet, the Warren Com- 
mission's conclusion that a single bullet went 
through Kennedy's body and wounded Connal- 
ly would be destroyed, the investigators said.

of Czechoslovakia in August 1968. 


"We're in for a real chill for quite a 


while," commented one government of- 
ficial. 


"It's a very nasty jam psychologically," 


added another, "But that doesn't mean 
that we cannot get things back on the 
track." 


Although some senior administrator of- 


ficials insisted that the negative Soviet 
response to the new American arms 
proposals had been predictable, the 
vehemence of Thursday's verbal barrage 
from Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko, who said American limits were

unfair and inconsistent, apparently caught 
the administration off balance. Rather 
than escalate the polemics by responding, 
the Carter White House chose to weather 
the attack in silence. 


Nonetheless, the confrontation with 


Moscow left President Carter caught 
between domestic support for his stand on 
human rights and Soviet pressure for him 
to back off. 


He also faced charges from Gromyko 


that the proposals were "one-sided" and 
that the whole American negotiating ap- 
proach was "doubtful, if not to say 
cheap." 


In the short run, the President seems 


likely to find it easier to hold domestic 
support than to find some means out of the 
deadlock with Moscow. 


His comment to congressional leaders 


Wednesday night that he intends to "hang 
tough" in his bargaining with the Kremlin 
not only brought expressions of support 
from Congress but the observation from 
House Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill that the 
Soviet leadership might be playing into 
Carter's hands. 


"He can get more support up here by 


being tested (by the Soviets) than if he's 
not tested," the burly Massahcusetts 
Democrat commented. "There's nothing 
but admiration for the President. He 
seems to have solid support, bipartisan 
support in the House " Republicans like 
Senate Mmoritv Leader Howard Baker of 


Tennessee were telling associates that

But among those who publicly support

San Francisco (AP) — Two former members 


of the Rev. Sun Myung Moon's "faithful five" 
said Thursday they had broken with the 
Unification Church after a few days away from 
its "mind control."

examine its contradictions," said Barbara 
Underwood, 25, first of the five to leave the 
church. 


Miss Underwood says she decided to 


renounce Moon on Monday. She was followed 
by Leslie Brown, 24, a few hours later. 


And Jeffrey Scales, one of the 


"deprogrammers" instrumental in their 
decisions, said Thursday that Jacqueline Katz, 
21, also had decided to leave the church. 


The three, along with Janice Kaplan, 24, and 


Job* Hovard, 23, were the objects of a bitter 
12-day court battle after their parents asked a 
Superior Court judge for temporary custody of 
their children. 


The parents claimed the five had been 


"brainwashed" by the Unification Church. 
Throughout the hearing, all of them, dubbed 
the "faithful five" by the church, steadfastly 
denied church leaders practiced any form of 
"coercive persuasion" or "mind control." 


But Thursday, a week after Judge S. Lee 


Vavuris granted the parents 30-day conser- 
vatorships over their adult children, Miss 
Underwood and Miss Brown said they hadn't 
realized at the time that they weren't thinking 
for themselves. 


The two women were interviewed by 


telephone from an undisclosed location in 


Northern California. Scales refused to reveal 
their whereabouts because he said the church 
had hired detectives to try to hunt them down 
and bring the two young women back into the 
fold. 


Miss Brown said she feels "fantastic, it's

Washington (UPI) — The 7.7 million gallons of cil 


spilled from the tanker Argo Merchant 3^2 months ago 
off the coast of Massachusetts caused "minimal" 
biological and asthetic damage, a government report 
said Thursday. 


The report said the only possible problems from one 


of the largest oil spills in U.S. history were the long- 
range effects of the oil which seeped into the ocean bot- 
tom sand and contamination of some zooplankton in the 
vicinity of the wreck. Zooplankton is ingested by fish. 


"The overall danger is minimal," said Dr Peter 


Grose, a scientist for the National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Administration, which compiled the study. 


There had been major concern the oil would drift 


ashore, crippling the tourist trade at nearby resorts and 
have a long-lasting impact on fish and birds in the area.

Miss Underwood, a fou r-y ear v eteran and fu nd­ 
raising leader, acknowledged she had some ap­ 
prehension abou t her fu tu re withou t the chu rch 
to back her u p 
“ It's going to be a real challenge,” she said. 
"It will requ ire in me mu ch more ev alu ation, 
mu ch more consu lting of conscience. Between 
rny self and God now I hav e to deal with the 
world. 
“In many way s it’s scary , bu t if man doesn’t 
hav e free will, one ceases to be i aally hu man.” 
Miss Underwood and Miss Brown both said 
they were not ready to decide whether they , 
like many ex -Moonies, wou ld join the ranks of 
the professional deprogrammers hired by 
parents to try to break their children’s attach­ 
ment to the chu rch. 


Oil damage ‘minimal’ 


Washington (UPI) — The 7 7 million gallons of oil 
spilled from the tanker Argo Merchant 3*>x months ago 
off the coast of Massachu setts cau sed “ minimal” 
biological and asthetic damage, a gov ernment report 
said Thu rsday . 


The report said the only possible problems from one 
of the largest oil spills in U.S. history were the long- 
range effects of the oil which seeped into the ocean bot­ 
tom sand and contamination of some Zooplankton in the 
v icinity of the wreck. Zooplankton is ingested by fish. 
“ ■fhe ov erall danger is minimal,” said Dr Peter 
Grose, a scientist for the National Oceanic and At­ 
mospheric Administration, which compiled the stu dy 
There had been major concern the oil wou ld drift 
ashore, crippling the tou rist trade at nearby resorts and 
hav e a long-lasting impact on fish and birds in the area. 


Bald eagles 
increasing in 
the Midwest 
Des Moines (UPI) — The 
nu mber of ‘bald eagles is in­ 
creasing in the Midwest, Elton 
Faw ks, eagle cou nt coor­ 
dinator, said. 
Fawks, East Moline, 111., 
said he is “ v ery encou raged” 
by the comeback. 
The nu mber of eagles was 
down — probably becau se of 
the sev ere weather — bu t the 
ratio of adu lt birds to im- 
matu res was the higlM» t in re­ 
cent y ears, he said. This ratio 
represents a measu re of the 
birds’ breeding su ccess and 
will u ltimately determine the 
eagle’s su rv iv al. 
Fawks coordinated the cou nt 
of 1,012 birds which took place 
in Febru ary throu ghou t the 
Midwest.

No big surprise: 
arms talks fold 


The arms talks in Moscow collapsed 


this week, but that is no reason for the 
Carter administration to shy away from 
its tough position on human rights. Nor 
are all hopes gone that the U.S. and the 
U.S.S.R. can come to terms on signifi- 
cant reduction in the strategic arms 
stockpile and an end to the introduction 
of new weapons systems. 


The quick end to this round of talks 


in a way was predictable, the elements 
on the agenda and the background of 
events notwithstanding. 


Take a message back to Washington, 


U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance was 
in effect told by party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev and Foreign Minister 
Gromyko. The message is that the 
Soviets are unhappy with all the atten- 
tion directed at their treatment of dis- 
sidents, and that bargaining down the 
arms race will not be easy. 


Observers believe this is more of a 


test of Carter's resolve than a signal that 
the American President's human rights 
approach is a permanent stumbling 
block to progress in other areas or an in- 
dication that the Russians will make no 
compromises in attempts to achieve a 
permanent and comprehensive strategic 
arms limitations agreement. 


Immediate acceptance of the U.S. 


initiatives presented by Vance and 
foregoing mention of Carter's posture on 
human rights — or "interference in in- 


ternal affairs," as the Soviets call it — 
would have been unusual. That would 
have made the Russians look somewhat 
like patsies, and limited their options. 


So this is not the time for Carter to 


back down on human rights or from bold 
measures in the arms control area. 
From his first reactions to what 
happened in Moscow, it looks as if he will 
hold firm. 


Carter said he is in no hurry to con- 


sider a speedup of the development and 
deployment of additional weapons. He 
says he has no evidence that the Soviet 
Union is not negotiating in good faith, 
and he believes the Soviets want more 
time to consider American proposals. 


Carter also says he "will not modify 


my human rights stands. They are con- 
sistent with the conscience of this coun- 
try." And he said he would "hang tough" 
in his quest for a comprehensive aras 
treaty. 


We think there is as much chance 


now for comprehensive agreement on 
arms over the long term as there was 
before Secretary Vance went to Moscow. 


The next round of talks will be 


between Vance and Gromyko in 
Switzerland in May. Further testing of 
the new American President can be 
expected, but the commitment of the 
Soviets to arms reductions will be more 
apparent at that time. 


Go-ahead given, narrowly 


The House select committee on the 


assassinations of John Kennedy and Mar- 
tin Luther King sacrificed its chief in- 
vestigator this week to stay in business. 


It is a curious twist. The chief 


counsel and investigator, Richard 
Sprague, although considered a "snake 
in the grass" by former committee 
Chairman Henry B. Gonzalez, was 
reputed to be an honest, capable, 
fearless go-getter. But he had to resign 
so that the investigation could remain in 
business. 


The House Wednesday narrowly 


voted to give the assassinations com- 
mittee two more years of life. The mood 
in Washington last week clearly was 
against continuing the controversial in- 
vestigation. The resignation of the equal- 
ly controversial staff chief apparently 
turned the tide. 


It is hoped that the investigation can 


move forward as effectively as it might 
have under Sprague — had he been 
given the chance to do the job. 


There are said to be new leads and 


new witnesses in both investigations. 
Perhaps both will dead-end without the 
revelation of any startling new con- 


clusions. But the investigations must 
proceed. 


Public disbelief in conclusions drawn 


from the investigations or prosecutions 
resulting from the killings of Kennedy 
and King does not die back but increases 
with the passage of time. 


The role of some of 
the 


government's secret agencies in pre- and 
post-assassination investigations has 
come into question. 


"It would be a tragedy if this com- 


mittee were not reconstituted because 
the American people would not be able to 
have these questions answered," said 
Chairman Louis Stokes during debate on 
renewing the committee. 


In the end, the House agreed to 


extending the panel's life. This should at 
least convince many people that the 
government in good faith is willing to 
take another look at conspiracy and 
coverup charges. 


There have been too many efforts to 


bury this investigative effort. Why? The 
House decided this week to pursue an 
answer to that question, and it is in the 
best interests of the nation that it be pur- 
sued.

Brown had nominated for

But the nomination had to be

Younger, a member of the 
commission, was put in the 
position of casting the deciding 
vote for Miss Bird. 


Younger did this in spite of

A spokesman for 
the right wing of the party said 
they could never vote for 
Younger if he voted for Bird 


At the same time, just to tidy 
things up, Brown named a 
black, Wiley Manuel, to be an 
associate justice on the court. 


With Ronald Reagan lurking 


in the background and his 
lieutenants muttering that hs 
intends to run for president 
again in 1980, Younger will not 
have an easy task. But he is a 
powerful campaigner, making 
much of the law-and-order 
issue in a state racked by 
crime. 


Brown, as I talked with him, 


was leaving to preside over the 
graduation of the first class of 
the California Conservation 
Corps. Eventually there will be 
18 CCC training centers taking 
in blacks, whites, men, 
women.

ConRail looks back over one year 


Washington — When the Consolidated 


Rail Corporation (ConRail) assumed 
control of six bankrupt eastern 
railroads a year ago. many observers 
thought the takeover date was peculiar-. 
ly apt. It was April Fool's Day. The six 
lines were collectively losing $1 million 
a day, and yet ConRail executives were 
predicting that the consolidated con- 
cern would report an operating profit of 
$1 billion within a decade. 


Now. on ConRail's first anniver- 


sary, incredulity has given way to 
respect. In its first six months of ser- 
vice, the corporation reported a net 
loss of $64.4 million on operating 
revenues of SI.6 billion. That is nothing 
to boast about, to be sure, but it 
represents considerable progress 
toward the goal of profitability. Losses 
for tbe second six months are expected 
to be far greater. Autumn and winter 
constitute the off-peak season for ship- 
ping, and the record cold and snow of 


January and February delayed or im- 
mobilized many trains. 


ConRail moved quickly to economize 


by merging the operations of the six 


, formerly separate and competitive 
lines. New routing patterns were 
devised, and yards were consolidated 
at some terminals. New work rules put 
into effect in the northern New Jersey 
terminal area facilitated freight move- 
ment and trimmed manpower costs.-. 


At the same time, ConRail is spen- 


ding millions of dollars for new rolling 
stock and to repair damaged track. 
"From Massachusetts to southern 
Illinois," U.S. News & World Report 
stated, "22,000 people — the equivalent 
of two Army divisions — are replacing 
tens of millions of rotted crossties. put- 
ting down thousands of miles of new 
rail and tamping trainloads of ballast. 
Another 22.000 are tackling years of 
neglected maintenance on ConRail's 
154,529 cars anil 4.768 locomotives."

The modernization program will take 


years to complete, despite all the man- 
power involved. ConRail comprises 17,- 
000 miles of track, much of which is in 
such poor condition that trains can 
operate on it only at reduced speed. 
Even so, derailments are frequent and 
costly. 


Meanwhile, a special three-judge 


court in Washington, D.C.. is trying to 
decide how much, if anything, the 
federal government owes the former 
owners of the six lines in the ConRail 
network for forcing them to operate at 
big losses while the government was 
attempting to work out a solution to the 
Northeast rail crisis. 


Both sides agree on two points: (11 If 


a lailroad has a chance of turning itself 
around within a reasonable time, it 
must remain in operation and bear the 
losses: (2i but if the losses mount and 
the hope of recovery fades, the owners 
are entitled to shut down. The Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution 
prohibits the taking of private property 
for public use "without just compen- 
sation." 


The debate, then, centers on the date 


when the bankrupt lines' losses became 
unconstitutional and hence should be 
repaid by the government, which com- 
pelled the railroads to keep operating 
until ConRail took them over. The 
owners say they should be compen- 
sated for all losses after Oct. 1, 1973, 
but the government disagrees. Settling 
the dispute may be as difficult a task 
for the court as running a railroad is for 
ConRail.

Sacramento — The Jerry 
Brown of today is quite 
another Jerry Brown from the 
young novice who came into 
the governor’s office two years 
ago 
His was then a non­ 
political image and we all 
came out from the East to 
write about this 37-year-old 
who looked w ith ra th e r 
amused detachment at being 
chief executive of the largest 
state in the union. 
Now he comes on as a hard- 
charger 
A ffairs of state 
appear to be uppermost in the 


mind of Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. After all. the elec­ 
tion is only two years away and 
no one here doubts that he will 
run for a second term. 
In the presidential primaries 
last year, he had the enviable 
record of winning six oqt of 
six. The fresh young man from 
the West had to talk very little 
about issues. 
Robert Strauss, then chair­ 
m an of th e D em ocratiji 
N ational Comm ittee,, said 
privately that if Brown, a late 
starter, had begun 30 days 


earlier he would have won the 
Democratic nomination for 
president and Brown is in­ 
clined to agree. Pennsylvania, 
yes, Ohio, yes. and that would 
have been enough. 
To turn on the hard-charger 
you have only to repeat to him 
what many of his critics out 
here say: You talk a lot, but 
you have done very little about 
what needs to be done in 
California. 
His reply comes out with a 
rush of his accomplishments, 
ranging from the state labor 
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relations act to the California 
Conservation Corps. And he 
has a raft of figures to show 
that California is the fastest- 
growing state in employment 
next to Texas with the rate of 
unemployment 7.8% as against 
around 10% when he came into 
office. 
Gov. B row n says th a t 
without the labor act. the 
agreem ent between Caesar 
Chavez and Frank Fitzsim­ 
mons of the Teamsters Union 
over the organizing of farm 
workers would not have been 
possible. 
The agreement signed the 
other day ended 10 years of 
feuding w ith w idespread 
violence as Chavez — with 
national support — held out for 
the rights of his workers, many 
of whom were Chicanos. 


Brown is building up a sub­ 
stantial record on the appoint­ 
ment of women and blacks and 
that will be an important asset, 
he believes, when he runs two 
years from now In one con­ 
spicuous instance he put his 
Republican rival in 19 78, Atty. 
Gen. Evelle Younger, in a tight 
spot. 


Brown had nominated for 
chief ju stice of the state 
Supreme Court 40-year-old 
Fiose Elizabeth Bird who — 
following her legal experience, 
which included teaching at the 
Stanford University law school 
— has for two years been 
B row n’s 
s e c r e ta r y 
of 
agriculture and services 
Byt the nomination had to be 
passed on by the three- 
member State Commission on 
.lu d ic ia l 
A p p ointm e nts 
Younger, a member of the 
commission, was put in the 
position of casting the deciding 
vote for .Miss Bird 
Younger did this in spite of 
s t if f 
o p p o s itio n 
f rom 
Republicans. A spokesman for 
the right wing of the party said 
they could never vote for 
Younger if he voted for Bird 


At the same time, just to tidy 
things up. Brown named a 
black, Wiley Manuel, to be an 
associate justice on the court. 
With Ronald Reagan lurking 
in the background and his 
lieutenants muttering that he 
intends to run for president 
again in 19 80, Younger will not 
have an easy task. But he is a 
powerful campaigner, making 
much of the law-and-order 
issue in a state racked by 
crime. 


Brown, as I talked with him. 
was leaving to preside over the 
graduation of the first class of 
the California Conservation 
Corps. Eventually there will be 
18 CCC training centers taking 
in b la ck s, w h ite s, m en, 
women. When they finish their 
training, they will go to work 
on various natural resource 
projects. 
Brown gave C arter com­ 
paratively little help in the 
campaigning in this state last 
fall and his ind iffe re nt 
behavior a t the M adison 
Square Garden convention was 
hardly likely to make them 
bosom pals. 


But when Brown was in 
Washington, C arter invited 
him to stay at the White House 
and sleep overnight in the Lin­ 
coln bed That was a gesture of 
good will that could overcome 
some of the chill that has 
existed between them. 


The governor has no illusions 
about the seriousness of the 
drought from which California 
is suffering It underscores his 
belief that the American peo­ 
ple must realize that there are 
limits to growth Limits, he 
says with the emphasis of one 
who has looked at the human

If Brown is daunted by what 
lie s a h e a d , and in th e 
gloomiest perspective it is 
grim indeed, he shows no sign 
of it Bloodied in the rough- 
and-tum ble of very rough 
politics.

Rail Corporation (CqpRail) assumed 
control of six bankrupt eastern 
railroads a yedr ago. many observers 
thought the takeover date was peculiar-, 
ly apt It was April Fool s Day. The six 
lines were collectively losing 11 million 
a day, and yet ConRail executives were 
predicting that the consolidated con­ 
cern would report an operating profit of 
$1 billion within a decade 


Now. on ('onRail s first anniver­ 
sary 
incredulity has given way to 
resfH‘ct In its first six months of ser­ 
vice, the corporation reported a net 
loss of $ii4 4 million on operating 
revenues of $16 billion That is nothing 
to boast about, to be sure, but it 
represents considerable progress 
toward the goal of profitability. Losses 
for the second six months are expected 
to be far greater Autumn and winter 
constitute the off-peak season for ship­ 
ping, and the record cold and snow of 


January and February delayed or im­ 
mobilized many trains 
ConRail m ov^ quickly to economize 
by merging the operations of the six 
formerly separate and competitive 
lines. New routing patterns were 
devised, and yards were consolidated 
at some terminals. New work rules put 
into effect in the northern New Jersey 
terminal area facilitated freight move­ 
ment and trimmed manpower costs. % 
At the same time. ConRail is spen­ 
ding millions of dollars for new roiling 
sttK’k and to repair damaged track 
"From M assachusetts to southern 
Illinois," U S News & World Report 
slated, ”22.000 people — the equivalent 
of two Army divisions — are replacing 
tens of millions of rotted crossties, put­ 
ting down thousands of miles of new 
rail and tamping trainloads of ballast. 
Another 22,000 are tackling years of 
neglected maintenance on ConRail’s 
154.529 cars and 4,768 locomotives” 


R i c h a r d 
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The modernization program will take 
years to complete, despite all the man­ 
power involved. ConRail comprises 17,- 
000 miles of track, much of which is in 
such poor condition that trains can 
operate on it only at reduced speed 
Even so, derailments are frequent and 
costly. 


Meanwhile, a special three-judge 
court in Washington, D C., is trying to 
decide how much, if anything, the 
ft*deral government owes the former 
owners of the six lines in the ConRail 
network for forcing them to operate at 
big lo.s.ses while the government was 
attempting to work out a solution to the 
Northeast rail crisis. 


B^th sides agree on two points: 11) If 
a railroad has a chance of turning itself 
around within a reasonable time, it 
must remain in operation and bear the 
los.ses, (2» but if the losses mount and 
the hope of recovery fades, the owners 
are entitled to shut down The Fifth 
A m endm ent to the C onstitution 
prohibits the taking of private property 
for public use "without just compen­ 
sation” 


The debate, then, centers on the date 
when the bankrupt lines' losses became 
unconstitutional and hence should be 
repaid by the government, which com­ 
pelled the railroads to keep operating 
until ConRail took them over

Although it attracted the most 


legislative support in memory, a bill to 
abolish the death penalty in Nebraska 
failed to clear its first Unicameral floor 
hurdle Thursday. 


Needing 25 votes to jump its initial 


barrier, the propsal fell short on a 20-29 
vote. 


Now the measure, LB64, faces the 


possibility of being transformed into a 
stricter death penalty law than the one 
already on the books. 


Sen, John DeCarnp of Neligh said he 


will present amendments to provide for 
automatic capital punishment for con- 
viction of specific crimes under certain 
conditions. 


His proposal will offer the Legislature 


"a very strict death penalty law," he 
said, one which removes the inequity of 
death sentences in specified circumst- 
naces. 


Sen. 
Ernest Chambers of Omaha, 


sponsor of the proposal to end the death 
penalty, said he may attempt to amend 
his bill to seek a five-year moratorium 
on capital punishment in the state. 


Three convicted murderers currently 


are scheduled to die in Nebraska's elec- 
tric chair during a five-day period in late 
June and early July. A fourth awaits an 
execution date. 


Refusal to advance the bill Thursday 


followed the Legislature's second day of 
emotional debate on the issue and 
centered on doubts about earlier action 
seeking a 30-year minimum sentence for 
first degree murderers. 


DeCamp said operation of Nebraska's 


good time laws would automatically 
reduce that sentence to about 15 years 
and five months. 


Other senators said they were con- 


cerned about- the undiminished con- 
stitutional authority of the Board of Par- 
dons to commute sentences in spite of 
the proposed 30-year minimum. 


The Legislature had amended the bill 


on Wednesday to provide for a minimum 
30-year sentence without the possibility 
of parole for each count of first degree 
murder. 


Since many mass murderers are 


charged with only one count of murder. 
Sen. Larry Stoney of Omaha said, the 
cumulative effect of the amendment on 
mass killers might never be operative 


Sen. George "Bill" Burrows of Adams 


said he is fearful that abolition of the 
death penalty would only "encourage 
police to inflict capital punishment on 
the streets." 


With the use of hollow point bullets, 


which Burrows called "an executioner's 
weapon," police in Omaha and Lincoln 
already have disposed of a number of ac- 


cused persons in this manner in recent 
years, he said. 


Sen. Sam Cullan of Hemingford said 


the law's most important responsibility 
is to protect society, and he would feel 
more secure if a certain 30-year im- 
prisonment could be written into tne 
state constitution. 


Other senators said abolition of the 


death penalty would provide no protec- 
tion for prison guards or other prisoners 
who come in contact with a murderer 
sentenced to prison for life. 


Chambers repeated his earlier 


arguments that there is no evidence that 
the death penalty acts as a deterrent 
either in prison or on the streets. 


Sen. Neil Simon of Omaha, author of 


the proposed 30-year minimum sentence, 
said the death penalty is too often "used 
unjustly . . . against the poor, Negroes 
and members of unpopular groups." 


DeCamp argued that it is "a 


reasonable tool in the arsenal of govern- 
ment to enforce its laws."

Omaha (UPI) -Thefederal 


Equal Employment Opportuni- 
ty Commission has found Boys 
Town innocent of a discrimina- 
tion charge filed by a former 
employe a year ago. 


Carl" Knight, 26, Omaha. 


alleged in his February 1976 
c o m p l a i n t he was dis- 
criminated against because he 
was black. 


Knight first took his case to 


the Nebraska Equal Opportuni- 
ty Commission which sided 
with Boys Town, and in its 
ruling, the federal commission 
said it gave "substantial 
weight" to the state com- 
mission's findings. 


Knight said in October 1975 


he and other members of the 
orientation department at 
Boys Town were notified they 
would be laid off on Jan. 1,1976 
because of a surplus of 
employes. 


"However, we were en-

Lobbying law 
forces employe 
to register 


Lincoln-Lancaster County 


Human Services Coordinator 
Bob Clark told County Com- 
missioners Jan Gauger and 
Bob Colin Thursday that state 
law requires him to register as 
a lobbyist. 


Clark's duties often require 


him to "pull a senator off the 
floor" of 'the Legislature to 
talk about crucial legislation 
affecting the county, Clark 
said. 


Technically, no one — even a 


private citizen — may attempt 
to influence senators in this 
way without being listed as a 
lobbyist. Registration costs $25 
for two legislative sessions. 


Up to now, only Com- 


missioner Jan Gauger has been 
registered. When other com- 
missioners or staff were on the 
floor of the Legislature, they 
were acting as her agents, 
Clark said. 


Colin said, "As minority 


leader of the county board, I 
will demand equal rights," ad- 
ding that he thought the 
requirement was "silly." 


Mrs. Gauger agreed, 


however, that Clark has no 
choice but to comply. 


The $25 will come from 


Clark's operating budget, so no 
special appropriation of county- 
funds will be needed.

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Board reinstates 
Lincoln fireman

Lincoln fireman Charles Baker got his job back Thursday, 


but only after the City Personnel Board had gone into executive 
session to sort things out 


Board member William Flelschman asked for the executive 


session during a two-hour hearing on Baker's appeal of his 
November 1976 termination as a fireman. Fleischman said he 
had some doubts about the "credibility" of information 
presented during the hearing 


Baker was terminated after his sick leave ran out last 


October, according to Assistant Fire Chief De Wayne Mclntyre. 
Mclntyre said that Baker was fired when he failed to show up 
for work after being advised that his leave had run out. 


Mclntyre said the first notice the department received that 


Baker could return to work was in a conversation with Baker's 
doctor on Nov. 15. He said the doctor told him Baker could 
return to work "carefully" until Dec. 1 when he could assume a 
normal work load. 


Baker's attorney, Jim Shada, said that Baker hand- 


delivered a doctor's release'to Mclntyre's office on Nov. 4, the 
•day it was signed by the doctor. Mclntyre said he couldn't 
"swear to that," and held that the first written notification of 
Baker's physical release came from the city attorney's office 
on Nov. 16 


Shada further claimed that Baker filled out a leave of 


absence request in Mclntyre's office. Fleischman asked where 
the original copy of that leave was, but received no definite 
answer. 


The absence of that document, some question about the 


exact date of the doctor's release, and a question about the 
exact time ol Baker's meeting with Mclntyre all led 
Fleischman to request the executive session 


When the board reconvened, member R. E Hall moved that 


Baker be reinstated, without back pay, as soon as possible, 
providing he is physically able. He suggested that the fire 
department determine how that physical ability was to be 
decided. 


Board Chairman Larry Hart seconded the motion, which 


passed unanimously. Fleischman said, "I guess I'm voting for a 
new physical (for Baker) more than anything." 
Hospital ownership 
is unresolved issue

Who owns the top three floors of Lincoln General Hospital 


— the City of Lincoln or the Lincoln Hospital Association, a 
private corporation charged with the financial support of the 
hospital 
17 


Although there are varying opinions on the situation, uncer- 


tainty became apparent at the association's meeting Thursday 
night 


Records indicate that in the mid-1960s, when the hospital 


was being built, the association initially planned to pay for the 
construction of the top three floors, according to the 
association's legal counsel, Norman Krivosha 


At that time, 'a special warranty deed," giving title to the 


three floors to the association, was drawn up by the City Coun- 
cil, he said 


However, after the deed was awarded to the association, 


the group reversed its original decision, opting not to financially 
back the three-story construction. 


Consequently, the entire hospital structure was financed 


through city-issued revenue bonds and "the City Council passed 
a resolution to rescind the deed," Krivosha said. 


But. "the grantor of the deed cannot take action to rescind 


the deed." Krivosha contended. "And nobody got the associa- 
tion to convey the deed back" to the city, so "the rescinding of 
the deed was meaningless" and the association still holds the ti- 
tle to the top three floor's. 


On a motion by J.D. Schiermeyer. chairman of the 


association's finance committee, the association board voted to 
have Krivosha meet with City Attorney Charles Humble to 
resolve the issue. 


During a subsequent meeting of the Lincoln General 


Hospital Board of Trustees, members mulled over the idea of 
open discussions on potential candidates for the board. 


Acting Chairman Breta D"i said that since the board does 


not actually name new board members — that power lies with 
the city council and the mayor — the board traditionally has dis- 
cussed' potential candidates in closed sessions. 


• It seems to me, that this is a rather academic exercise," 


said board member and City Councilman John Robinson. "I 
would imagine that each person has been contacted to see if 
they »ould serve on the board, so 1 don't know why we have to 
go into executive session." 


Board member David L. Patrick suggested that the board 


postpone discussions of board candidates, since "all were 
assured confidentiality" when their names were brought up for 
preliminary discussions. 


Following a motion from Janet Coleman. the board went 


into executive session discussing candidate recommen- 
dations for five vacancies.

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Judge orders reinstatement 
of candidate pending decision 


Sdnders McCandless has apparently won the 


first round of his battle against City Hall 


District Judge William Blue ordered 


Thursday that McCandless be reinstated as a 
city water meter reader pending the outcome of 
his suit against city charter provisions. 


The 23-year-old part-tirre student at the 


University of Nebraska brought the action 
against the city when he was fired from his job 
on the grounds that he was a candidate for the 
City Council The charter specifically prohibits 
city employes from running for public office. 


Blue noted, "The right to run for public of- 


fice involves two important freedom's, the 
freedom of individual expression and the 
freedom of association." 


Blue ruled that the city did not meet its 


burden of proof at a preliminary hearing on 
McCandless's grievance. City Personnel Direc- 
tor Walt Mitchell said at the hearing that an 
employe's candidacy might upset city control 
over disciplining that employe 


The iudee's decision answered that state- 


ment, saying. "I suggest that department beads 
of the city frequently find themselves in 
situations where they are subject to even 
greater pressures 
which they must resist, 


and hopefully do " 


Blue noted that two federal decisions cited 


by the city don't apply since they deal with 
public employes' participation in partisan 
politics, while McCandless is seeking a non- 
partisan office 


Until the answer to McCandless question 


about the constitutionality of the provisions is 
resolved, Blue said the charger provision should 
not be enforced against him. 


Contacted at a candidate forum sponsored 


by the Chamber of Commerce, McCandless said 
he had been expecting the ruling, although "you 
never know what a judge is going to do " 


McCandless said he plans to report for work 


Friday morning He said he is planning to tell 
any customer who asks him questions on the 
council race that he is not available for political

Board reinstates 
Lincoln fireman

Board member William Flelschman asked for the executive 
session during a two-hour hearing on Baker’s appeal of his 
November 1976 termination as a fireman. Fieischman said he 
had some doubts about the ‘‘credibility’’ of information 
presented during the hearing. 
Baker was terminated after his sick leave ran out last 
October, according to Assistant Fire Chief De Wayne McIntyre. 
McIntyre said that Baker was fired when he failed to show up 
for work after being advised that his leave had run out. 
McIntyre said the first notice Ü»e department received ttat 
Baker could return to work was in a conversation with Baker’s 
doctor on Nov. 15. He said the doctor told him Baker could 
return to work ‘‘carefully’’ until Dec. 1 when he could assume a 
normal work load. 
Baker's attorney, Jim Shada, said that Baker hand- 
delivered a doctor’s release lo McIntyre’s office on Nov. 4, the 
'day it was signed by the doctor. McIntyre said he couldn’t 
‘‘swear to that,’’ and held that the first written notificaticxi of 
Baker’s physical release came from the city attorney’s office 
on Nov. 16. 
Shada further claimed that Baker filled out a leave of 
absence request in McIntyre’s office. Fieischman asked where 
the original copy of that leave was, but received no definite 
answer. 
The absence of that document, some question about the 
exact date of the doctor’s release, and a question about the 
exact time ot Baker’s meeting with McIntyre all led 
Fieischman to request the executive session. 
When the board reconvened, member R. E. Hall moved that 
Baker be reinstated, without back pay, as soon as possible, 
providing he is physically able. He suggested that the fire 
department determine how that physical ability was to be 
decided. 
Board Chairman Larry Hart seconded the motion, which 
passed unanimously. Fieischman said, ‘‘I guess I’m voting for a 
new physical (for Baker) more than anything.’’ 


Hospital ownership 
is unresolved issue

Who owns the top three floors of Lincoln General Hospital 
- the City of Lincoln or the Lincoln Hospital Association, a 
private corporation charged with the financial support of Uie 
hospitaP 
Although there are varying opinions on the situation, uncer­ 
tainty became apparent at the association’s meeting Thursday 
night 
Records indicate that in the mid-1960s, when the hospital 
was being built, the association initially planned to pay for the 
construction of the top three floors, according to the 
association's legal counsel, Norman Krivosha. 
At that time, ‘‘a special warranty deed," giving title to the 
three floors to the association, was drawn up by the City Coun­ 
cil. he said 
However, after the deed was awarded to the association, 
the group reversed its original decision, opting not to financially 
back the three-story construction. 
Consequently, the entire hospital structure was financed 
through city-issued revenue bonds and ‘‘the City Council passed 
a resolution to rescind the deed,” Krivosha said. 
But, "the grarftor of the deed cannot take action to rescind 
the deed," Krivosha contended. "And nobody got the associa­ 
tion to convey the deed back” to the city, so “ the rescinding of 
the deed was meaningless ” and the association still holds the ti­ 
tle to the top three floors. 
On a motion by J.D. Schiermeyer, chairman of the 
association’s finance committee, the associatiwi board voted to 
have Krivosha meet with City Attorney Charles Humble to 
resolve the issue 
During a subsequent meeting of the Lincoln General 
Hospital Board of Trustees, members mulled over the idea of 
open discussions on potential candidates for the board. 
Acting Chairman BreU Dow said that since the board does 
not actually name new board members — that power lies with 
the city council and the mayor — the board traditionally has dis­ 
cussed potenUal candidates in closed sessions. 
"It seems to me, that this is a rather academic exercise.” 
said board member and City Councilman John Robinson. "I 
would imagine that each person has been contacted to see if 
they would serve on the board, so I don’t know why we have to 
go into executive session.” 
Board member David L. Patrick suggested that the board 
postpone discussions of board candidates, since “ all were 
assured confidentiality” when their names were brought up for 
preliminary discussions.

Following a motion from Janet Coleman, the board went 
into executive session discussing candidate recommen­ 
dations for five vacancies.

Sanders McCandless has apparently won the 
first round of his battle against City Hall. 
District Judge William Blue ordered 
Thursday that McCandless be reinstated as a 
city water meter reader pending the outcome of 
his suit against city charter provisions. 
The 23-year-old part-time student at the 
University of Nebraska brought the action 
against the city when he was fired from his job 
on the grounds that he was a candidate for the 
City Council. The charter specifically prohibits 
city employes from running for public office. 
Blue noted, “ The right to run for public of­ 
fice involves two important freedoms, the 
freedom of individual expression and the 
freedom of association.” 
Blue ruled that the city did not meet its 
burden of proof at a preliminary hearing on 
McCandless’s grievance. City Personnel Direc­ 
tor Walt Mitchell said at the hearing that an 
employe’s candidacy might upset city control 
over disciplining that employe. 
The iudae’s decision answered that state­ 


ment, saying, “ I suggest that department beads 
of the city frequently find themselves in 
situations where they are subject to even 
greater pressures . .. which they must resist, 
and hopefully do.” 
Blue noted that two federal decisions cited 
by the city don’t apply since they deal with 
public employes’ participation in partisan 
politics, while McCandless is seeking a non­ 
partisan office. 
Until the answer to McCandless question 
about the constitutionality of the provisions is 
resolved. Blue said the charger provision should 
not be enforced against him. 
Contacted at a candidate forum sponsored 
by the Chamber of Commerce, McCandless said 
he had been expecting the ruling, although “ you 
never know what a judge is going to do.” 
McCandless said he plans to report for work 
Friday morning. He said he is planning to tell 
any customer who asks him questions on the 
council race that he is not available for political 
comment while he is doing his job.

Re-entry is a space age term for astronauts and, now, 


thanks to Southeast Community College, for nurses. 


Fifteen registered nurses are trying to revive their careers 


in a refresher course designed basically for women and men 
who have been out of the profession for several years. 


The course got its impetus from a 1976 Unicameral bill 


which said that all nurses who have not worked for five years 
must re-educate themselves in new techniques and be reminded 
of old practices. 


While the legislation doesn't take effect until 1980, many 


certified nurses who have been out of nursing only a short time 
are taking the course. 


With the help of nurses from all Lincoln hospitals and some 


extended care facilities, project director Carol Eggland put 
together the 11-week SCC course which costs |100. 


She said the average age of the students for the first two go- 


arounds has been in the mid-40s. 


The oldest in the present class is Mrs. Pearl Sletten, 65, 


who. ironically, is going to work for Madonna Professional Care 
Center when she finishes her re-entry work. Madonna is a facili- 
ty for the elderly. 


Mrs. Sletten got her nursing degree in 1934 at Sprague 


Hospital in Huron. S D., and did her last full-time nursing two 
and a half years ago at Oklahoma City University Hospital. 


She isn't the only member of her family who hasn't given up 


a career because of age. Her husband, Dr. Owen Sletten, retired 
from the State Health Department, has gone back to school at 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln to study educational psy- 
chology He has his doctorate in civil ingineering, but his wife 
says he has so many degrees it's hard to keep track of them. 


The youngest student in the re-entry into nursing course is 


Coleen Focht, 29. She is married, has one child, and her husband 
;s a mail carrier. She did her last nursing four and a half years 
ago at Lincoln General Hospital and received her nursing 
degree from St. Elizabeth Health Center in 1970. 


Neither Mrs. Focht nor Mrs. Sletten said they are returning 


to nursing because of economics. Mrs. Focht said she misses 
helping others. Mrs Sletten was looking for the opportunity to 
gain more experience under "terrific instructors." 


Unfortunately, there is a glut of nurses in Linoln, Mrs 


Eggland said The best job market is in Nebraska's smaller 
cities and towns. Few of the 17 nurses from the first class who 
graduated late last year have found work, she said. 


The future of the course looks secure, she said, since she 


expects the requirement for continued education to spread to 
nurses who have kept working.

How long should you stay in market? 


New .York — A number of 


readers have written to say 
that it's all very well to think 
that mutual funds are the best 
way for small investors to par- 
ticipate in the stock market. 
But since they're just now get- 
ting even on the fund they 
bought in the 1960s, why should 
they hold it any longer? And if 
they do stay in the market, 
how do they find funds that will 
do the best job? 


Fair questions. Here is my 


best shot at answers. 


Mutual funds are a reflection 


of the stock market in general, 
and it's not unknown for stocks 
to go nowhere over 10 years. 
Starting in the Depression, 
there was even a 15-year 
period (1935-1950) when the 
market was mainly flat-to- 
down. But 20 and 25-year 
periods are another story. 


Yale Hirsch. publisher of the 


stock market letter. Smart 
Money, has studied all 25-year 
periods in the stock market, 
starting with 1928-1954 (con- 
tinuing to 1929-1955. 1930-1996. 
etc ). and compared them with 
returns from savings accounts 
over the same time. In every

dous margins. Furthermore, 
the stock market usually kept 
ahead of inflation, while 
savings accounts rarely did. 


Maybe all this has changed. 


Maybe the long-term growth of 
American industry is over. But 
I doubt it. It still seems to me 
that stocks in good companies, 
or a reputable mutual fund, are 
the investment of choice for 
young people building their 
future and for middle-aged 
people looking toward retire- 
ment. 


On the second point — how to 


choose a mutual f u n d : 
Reporter Linda Rubey inter- 
viewed a number of people in 
the fund business for this 
column. They made the 
following suggestions: 


(1) Buy a no-load fund, which 


means a fund that doesn't 
charge sales commissions. 
"Load"' fund — those usually 
sold by stockbrokers — take an 
8.5<7C commission off the top to 
cover sales expenses, which 
means you have to gam 8 57o 
just to break even. 


Brokers often argue that it's 


not the sales commission but 
the performance that counts. 
On that 1 agree. Another study 
by Yale Hirsch, covering the 
bull-market years of 1950-1970, 
showed that no-load funds went 
up an average of 11.5% a year, 
while load funds did only 10%. 


(2) Reflect on your invest- 


ment objectives. Do you want 
your money to throw off an an- 
nual income? If so, get an in- 
come fund that buys stock for 
high dividends and keeps a 
good portfolio of bonds Are 
you after long-term capital 
growth? Look for growth 
funds, which buy promising 
stocks even though their 
dividens may be low. There 
are also funds that shoot for 
both income and growth. 


But what's in a name? 


Depending on the market, "in- 
come" funds may show more 
growth than "growth" funds. 
The experts advise that you 
divide your money among two 


or three funds with different 
objectives, to hedge your bets. 


(3) 
Choose a well- 


established, medium-sized 
fund. A fund with assets in the 
billion-dollar range often has 
trouble adapting to rapidly 
changing market conditions. 
On the other hand, funds 
smaller than $50 million may 
lack the money to pay for good 
management and research. 
(An exception is the small fund 
that belongs to a large fund 
group.) Small, agressive 
growth funds that really fly in 
good markets are better for 
short-term investors than peo- 
ple in the market for the long, 
haul. 
I 


(4) Check the annual Aug 15 


issue of Forbes magazine, 
which rates how the funds per- 
form in good markets and bad. 
You should be able to find a 
copy of last year's report in 
your local library. 


(5) Compare the funds' short 


and long-term track records, 
as they appear in the prospec- 
tus. Give weight to a fund that 
doesn't fall as far as the 
general averages during 
declines. That shows the 
management pays more atten- 
tion than others trying to 
preserve an investor's capital 
in difficult times.

Re-entry is a space age term fo r astnmauts and, no w, 
thanks to So utheast Co mmunity Co llege, fo r nurses. 
Fifteen registered nurses are try ing to rev iv e their careers 
in a refresher co urse designed basically fo r wo men and men 
who hav e been o ut o f the pro fessio n fo r sev eral y ears. 
The co urse go t its impetus fro m a 1976 Unicameral bill 
which said that all nurses who hav e no t wo rked fo r fiv e y ears 
must re-educate themselv es in new techniques and be reminded 
o f o ld practices. 
While the legislatio n do esn’t take effect until 1980, many 
certified nurses ^ o hav e been o ut o f nursing o nly a sho rt time 
are taking the co urse. 
With the help o f nurses fro m all Linco ln ho spitals and so me 
ex tended care facilities, pro ject directo r Caro l Eggland put 
to gether the 11-week SCC co urse which co sts $100. 
She said the av erage age o f the students fo r the first two go - 
aro unds has been in Uie mid-40s. 
The o ldest in the present class is Mrs. Pearl Sletten, 65, 
who , iro nically , is go ing to wo rtt fo r Mado nna Pro fessio nal Care 
Center when she finishes l» r re-« itry wo it. Mado nna is a facili­ 
ty fo r the elderly . 
Mrs. Sletten go t her nursing degree in 1934 at Sprague 
Ho spital in Huro n, S.D., and did her last full-time nursing two 
and a half y ears ago at Oklaho ma City Univ ersity Ho spital. 
She isn’t the o nly member o f her family who hasn’t giv en up 
a career because o f age. Her husband, Dr. Ow« i Slettm, retired 
fro m the State Health Department, has go ne back to scho o l at 
the Univ ersity o f Nebraska-Unco ln to study educatio nal psy ­ 
cho lo gy He has his do cto rate In civ il ingineering, but his wife 
sav s he has so many degrees it’s hard to ke^ track o f them. 
’ The y o ungest student in the re-entry into nursing ccmrse is 
Co leen Fo cht, 29 She is married, has (me child, ami be t husband 
is a mail carrier. She did her last nursing fo ur and a half y ears 
ago at Linco ln General Ho splUl and receiv ed her nursing 
degree fro m St. Elizabeth Health Center in 1970. 
Neither Mrs, Fo cht no r Mrs. Sletten said they are returning 
to nursing because o f eco no mics. Mrs. Fo cht said she misses 
helping o thers. Mrs. Sletten was lo o king fo r the o ppo rtunity to 
gain mo re ex perience under ‘‘terrific instructo rs.”

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How long should you stay in market? 


New .Yo rk — A number o f 
readers hav e written to say 
that it’s all v ery well to think 
that mutual funds are the best 
way fo r small inv esto rs to par­ 
ticipate in the sto ck market. 
But since they ’re just no w get­ 
ting ev en o n the fund ¿ hey 
bo ught in the 19 6 0s, why sho uld 
they ho ld it any lo nger? And if 
they do stay in the market, 
ho w do they find funds that will, 
do the best jo b? 


Fair questio ns. Here is my 
best sho t at answers. 


Mutual funds are a reflectio n 
o f the sto ck market in general, 
and it's no t unkno wn fo r sto cks 
to go no where o v er 10 y ears. 
Starting in the Depressio n, 
there was ev en a 15-y ear 
perio d (19 ^19 50) when the 
market was mainly flat-to - 
do wn 
But 20 and 25-y ear 
perio ds are ano ther sto ry . 


Yale Hirsch, publisher o f the 
sto ck market letter. Smart 
Mo ney , has studied all 25-y ear 
perio ds in the sto ck market, 
starting with 19M-1954 (co n­ 
tinuing to 1929-1955, 1930-1956, 
etc ). aiKl co mpared them with 
returns fro m sav ings acco unts 
o v er the same time. In ev ery 
instance, the lo ng-term in­ 
v esto r did better than the lo ng-’

do us margins. Furthermo re, 
the sto ck market usually kept 
ahead o f inflatio n, while 
sav ings acco unts rarely did. 
May be all this has changed. 


May be the lo ng-term gro wth o f 
American industry is o v er. But 
I do ubt it. It still seems to me 
that sto cks in go o d co mpanies, 
o r a reputable mutual fund, are 
the inv estment o f cho ice fo r 
y o ung peo ple building tiwir 
future and fo r middle-aged 
peo ple lo o king to ward retire­ 
ment. 


On the seco nd po int — ho w to 
cho o se a mutual fund; 
Repo rter Linda Rubey inter­ 
v iewed a number o f peo ple in 
the fund business fo r this 
co lumn. They made the 
fo llo wing suggestio ns: 


(1) Buy a no -lo ad fund, which 
means a fund that do esn't 
charge sales co mmissio ns. 
“ Lo ad” fund — tho se usually 
so ld by sto ckbro kers — take an 
8 5% co mmissio n o ff the to p to 
co v er sales ex penses, which 
means y o u hav e to gain 8 5% 
just to break ev en. 


Bro kers o ften argue that it’s 
no t the sales co mmissio n but 
the perfo rmance that co unts. 
On that I agree. Ano ther study 
by Yale Hirsch, co v ering the 
bull-market y ears o f 1950-1970, 
sho wed that no -lo ad funds went 
up an av erage o f 11 5% a y ear, 
while lo ad funds did o nly 10%. 


(2) Reflect o n y o ur inv est­ 
ment o bjectiv es. Do y o u want 
y o ur mo ney to thro w o ff an an­ 
nual inco me? If so . get an in­ 
co me fund that buy s sto ck fo r 
high div idends and keeps a 
go o d po rtfo lio o f bo nds. Are 
y o u after lo ng-term capital 
gro wth? Lo o k fo r gro wth 
funds, which buy pro mising 
sto cks ev en tho ugh their 
div idens may be lo w. There 
are also funds that sho o t fo r 
bo th inco me and gro wth. 


But what's in a name? 
Depending o n the market, “ in­ 
co me” funds may sho w mo re 
gro wth than “ gro wth” funds. 
The ex perts adv ise that y o u 
div ide y o ur mo ney amo ng two 


o r three funds with different 
o bjectiv es, to hedge y o ur bets. 
(3) 
Cho o se 
a 
w ell- 
established, medium-sized 
fund. A fund with assets in the 
billio n-do llar range o ften has 
tro uble adapting to rapidly 
changing market co nditio ns. 
On the o ther hand, funds 
smaller than 150 millio n may 
lack the mo ney to pay fo r go o d 
management anil research. 
(An ex ceptio n is the small fund 
that belo ngs to a large fund 
gro up.) Small, agressiv e 
gro wth funds that really fly in 
go o d markets are better fo r 
sho rt-term inv esto rs than peo ­ 
ple in the market fo r the lo ng 
haul. 
I 
(4) Check the annual Aug. 15 
issue o f Fo rbes magazine, 
which rates ho w the funds per­ 
fo rm in go o d markets and bad. 
Yo u sho uld be able to find a 
co py o f last y ear’s repo rt in 
y o ur lo cal library . 


(5) Co mpare the funds’ sho rt 
and lo ng-term track reco rds, 
as they appear in the pro spec­ 
tus Giv e weight to a fund that 
do esn't fall as far as the 
general av erages during 
declines. That sho ws the 
management pay s mo re atten­ 
tio n than o thers try ing to 
preserv e an inv esto r's capital 
in difficult times.

Washington (AP) - Joan Mondale is unpretentious. She 


answers her own doorbell and still buys her food in a 
cooperative with neighborhood friends. But she's also aware 
that as wife of the vice president, she's in a position to make 
her voice heard. 


"I'm a free agnet," said Mrs. Mondale, who hopes to be 


a spokesperson for the arts" and "a champion of individual 


artists - the craftperson, the performer, the ballet dancer." 


She added, "I feel that I can be a person who brings people 


together who have similar problems." 


Mrs. Mondale was interviewed in the Admiral's House, 


the vice president's official residence, where loud stereo 
music was playing while her 17-year-oid daughter, Eleanor, 
sunbathed on a porch. 


Mrs. Mondale has filled the Victorian mansion with 52 


pieces of art borrowed from museums, Including an Andy 
Warhol "Soup Can." 


Mrs. Mondale, 46, lived nearby for a dozen years while her 


husband served as a senator from Minnesota. She now spends 
about half her tine on official duties, "which is quadruple 
what I did before. I had regular life like anyone else," she 
recalled 


"I've always gone to museums and I've always been in- 


terested in the arts, but I haven't had the attention paid to me 
that I have now," she said. "The disadvantages are thatl have 
little empty time . . , . Our lives are much more organized, 
much more scheduled, must more formal. There is much less 
opportunity for spontaneity." 


Mrs. Mondale said her husband comes home most nights 


for dinner with her and their three teenagers. Dinnertable 
conversations usually center around motorcycles, horses and 
lacrosse, Mrs. Mondale said. 


The 19-year-old son, Teddy, works in a motorcycle shop; 


Eleanor owns two horses that she keeps in suburban 
Maryland, and 15-year-old William plays lacrosse. 


Some aspects of her life have not changed, Mrs. Mondale 


said. She still takes a pottery lesson once a week, plays teenis 
regularly and buys her fruits, vegetables and eggs through the 
neighborhood coop. 


Asked why the Mondales send their children to private 


schools when President Carter has made a point of sending his 
9-year-old daugher to public school, Mrs. Mondale explained 
that their older son was not much of a student, and they 
thought he would benefit from private school. 


"We felt he needed a special touch so we put him in 


Georgetown Day School," she said. "They caught him up and 
he graduated . . . . With the others, we just followed suit." 


She said she feels marijuana should be decriminalized, but 


doesn't want her children to smoke it. 


"I don't like it if they smoke cigarettes; I don't like it if 


they drink beer, and I wouldn't like it if they smoked 
marijuana," she said. "I just don't like a lot of those tilings. 
But they most likely do or will or have done all of that.... 
We've asked them not to smoke marijuana, but that doesn't 
mean they haven't. I can't be that puritanical and check their 
every act." 


ERA now at standstill

New York — Five years after it was 


passed by Congress and three months 
into a year that its advocates had hoped 
would sec final ratification, the equal 
rights amendment appears to be suf- 
fering from a case of arrested growth. 


Now three votes short of the latifica- 


tion by 38 states that is necessary to put 
it into effect, the proposed 27th amend- 
ment to the Constitution, which would 
ban discrimination on the basis of sex, 
has been ratified by only one state since 
March 1975. 


Although last Jan. 18 saw Indiana 


become the 35th state to ratify, three of 
the states that previously approved it — 
Idaho, Nebraska and Tennessee — have 
voted to rescine. That is an action of 
debatable validity, but one that is in- 
dicative of the tide of resistance and 
reconsideration that has followed an 
early rush — in which 30 states voted in- 
favor of the amendment — the first year 
after Congress approved it 


If the amendment is to take effect, 


ratification must be achieved by March 
22, 1979. 


Advocates of the amendment, whose 


substance consists of the words, 
"equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on account of 
sex." had been hopeful of achieving 
ratification in 1977. 


Legislative sessions were scheduled 


this year in all 15 states where the 
amendment had not previously been 
ratified and proponents were hopeful of 
passage in several. But after Indiana 
voted to ratify on Jan 18, Idaho voted to 
rescind; Nevada's Assembly voted the 
amendment down; it was tabled in the 
Georgia's Senate, despite an effort to 
pass it to honor Rosalynn Carter, the 
President's wife, it died in a Senate 
committee vote in Mississippi; it was 
defeated in the Senate in North 
Carolina, where supporters had been op- 
timistic; the Virginia Senate rejected it, 
and other defeats were encountered in 
Oklahoma, Missouri and in Illinois, 
where proponents had been optimistic. 


Some states may not consider it at all 


this year, but the next major 
battleground will be Florida. 


There, the legislature meets April 5, 


and the proponents are looking for a 


narrow victory in the Senate. 


Despite the preponderance of set- 


backs this year, Sheila Greenwald, 
executive director of ERA America, a 
coalition of more than 120 groups sup- 
porting ratification, remains optimistic 
not only about the outcome in Florida, 
but also about the ultimate fate of the 
amendment. But she does not foresee 
ratification in 1977. 


"I think we'll probably have to go 


down to '79." she said, "but it will go." 


Phyllis Schlafly, author of the 


monthly newsletter called The Phyllis 
Schlafly Report and a prime mover 
behind the Stop ERA campaign, says 
flatly, "I don't think it's going to be 
ratified " 


"I think momentum against the 


amendment is growing all the time," 
she said. 


Miss Greenwald attirbutes the pre- 


sent state of the amendment to a com- 
bination of factors These involve some 
normally conservative rural Southern 
and Western states, where, she said, 
tough going for the ratification could 
have been expected.

NFL moves 
Seahawks to 
west division 


Phoenix (AP) — The National Football Leagu e officially 
placed the Seattle Seahawks in the American Conference West 
Thu rsday and established its roster cu tdown dat« i for the 1977 
season. 
The Associated Press reported Wednesday that the proposal 
wou ld be made by Herman Sarkowsky , managing partner of the 
Seahawks. It was passed by u nanimou s v oice v ote of the 28 clu b 
owners. 
‘‘We appreciate the su ggestion of The Associated Press,” 
NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle said. ‘‘I think it’s a v ery 
' logical thing to do. The fans will become accu stomed to seeing 
Seattle as well as Tampa Bay in the standings where they ’ll be 
for the fu tu re.” 
The decision to place Seattle in the AFC West with Cfakland, 
Denv er, San Diego and Kansas City for 1977 season changes the 
NFL’s Tu esday night annou ncement when Rozelle said Tampa 
Bay wou ld be in the National Conference Central and Seattle 
wou ld be in the AFC Central. 
Tampa Bay will remain in the NFC Central permanently . 
Since the Seahawks will play all 13 AFC teams plu s Tampa 
Bay in 1977 rather than home and home games against div ision 
opponents, the su ggestion was made to mov e Seattle into its 
permanent home one y ear ahead of schedu le, thereby listing 
both the Seahawks and Bu cs in their permanent div isions at the 
same time. 
By a 23-5 v ote, the NFL v oted to cu t the roster of training 
camp play ers to 60 on Au g. 9 ; to redu ce it to 52 wi Au g. 30; to pu t 
the max imu m at 48 on Sept. 6 , and make the final cu t to 43 ac­ 
tiv e play ers on Sept. 12. The regu lar season begins Sept. 18. 


Another proposal, to install a cu t to 40 play ers, then later al­ 
low the addition of three to the regu lar-season total of 43, was 
v oted down by a 12-15 v ote with one abstention. That plan wou ld 
hav e forced all teams to cu t some play ers they mijght hav e 
kept—and giv en the weaker ones the opporUinity to sign some 
play ers they now will not get a chance to sign. 
Jim Kensil, ex ecu tiv e director of the leagu e, also said the cu t- 
down dates apply only to the 1977 season ‘‘becau se the teams 
want to take a closer look at the nu mbers and see how they 
might apply to 1978,” when the leagu e shifts from six ex hibition 
games and 14 in the regu lar season to fou r preseason and 16 
regu lar-season games. 
The NFL also set Thu rsday , Sept. 15, at 4 p.m., EST, as the 
time each team mu st notify the leagu e office of which play ers it 
is placing on its two-man inactiv e squ ad (often known as a tax i 
squ ad). Those two are in addition to the 43-man activ e roster. 
They can come from the activ e squ ad (in which case the team 
can r^lace them on that list) or they can come from av ailable 
free agents arou nd the leagu e. 
There can be u nlimited mov ement of play ers from the in­ 
activ e to the activ e squ ad and the other way rou nd, u p to an 
hou r prior to a regu lar-season or play off game Bu t a team may 
not sign a free agent within two day s of an u pcoming game. 


As in the past, the leagu e decided Thu rsday that if a play er is 
placed on the inju red reserv e list, he may not retu rn to the 
same clu b for the remainder of the season, althou gh he cou ld be 
dealt or waiv ed to another team, which cou ld u se him.

An early winter ou tbreak near the Wy oming border killed 
hu ndreds of others, and many more were reported dead along 
the Platte Riv er, in areas where the Nebraska Game and Parks 
Commission was too short handed to stage major carcass 
picku p efforts, commission wildlife chief Ken Johnson say s 


Nu mbers of dead birds picked u p by commission crews in 
the Sacramento-Wilcox Game Management Area sou th of the 
Platte Riv er dwindled from more than 300 a day a week ago to 
89 Wednesday . Johnson said 
"If we get an orderly migration ou t of the area we can 
hopefu lly be ou t of the worst of it this y ear," Johnson said 
The senou s ou tbreak in the past few wedis was prolonged. 
Johnswi said, by the recent blizzard Birds that had begu n to 
migrate ou t of the area were tu rned back to the dense bird pop­ 


u lations in Nebraska’s sou thern lakes by the heav y snow to 
the north. 
Friend, director of the U S. Fish and Wildlife Serv ice labo­ 
ratory in Madison, Wise , who has been working with state of­ 
ficials for the three y ears Nebraska has su ffered cholera ou t­ 
breaks, said the cau se of the disease “is a qu esu on nobody can 
answer” 
Bu t, he said, it has spread becau se "of a deteriorating en­ 
v ironment” 
The water areas where the birds rest du ring their migrations 
hav e been redu ced by dev elopment for farming, packing the 
fowl into ev er smaller areas, he said In addition, deteriorating 
water qu ality has made it easier for cholera organism lo breed 
"The water basins are drained becau se they make ex cellent 
farmland, there are fewer places for the birds to go, and then 
y ou hav e more birds try ing to u se less water,” he said. 
Diseased birds carry cholera to a lake packed with migrating 
birds, he said, and the concentration of birds and water dirtied 
by silUlion and other pollu tion spreads the disease arou nd 
qu ickly , he said 
The drou ght has aggrav ated the problem, he said. 


Althou gh fowl cholera epidemics are new to Nebraska, they 
hav e become a nationwide problems since first showing u p in 
central California in the 194(te. Friend said There, he added, the 
ou tbreaks hav e become a y early problem, killing as many as 
70,000 birds a y ear 
Ridding Nebraska of Uie disease is v itally important, he said, 
becau se the state is ‘‘a major staging area” for migrating 
waterfowl heading north to Canada — inclu ding the almost- 
ex tinct whooping crane.

placed the Seattle Seahawks in the American Conference West 
Thursday and established its roster cutdown dates for the 1977 
season 


The Associated Press reported Wednesday that the proposal 


would be made by Herman Sarkowsky, managing partner of the 
Seahawks It was passed by unanimous voice vote of the 28 club 
owners 


"We appreciate the suggestion of The Associated Press." 


NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle said "1 think it's a very 
1 logical thing to do The fans will become accustomed to seeing 
Seattle as well as Tampa Bay in the standings where they'll be 
for the future " 


The decision to place Seattle in the AFC West with Oakland, 


Denver, San Diego and Kansas City for 1977 season changes the 
NFL's Tuesday night announcement when Rozelle said Tampa 
Bay would be in the National Conference Central and Seattle 
would be in the AFC Central 


Tampa Bay will remain in the NFC Central permanently 
Since the Seahawks will play all 13 AFC teams plus Tampa 


Bay in 1977 rather than home and home games against division 
opponents, the suggestion was made to move Seattle into its 
permanent home one year ahead of schedule, thereby listing 
both the Seahawks and Bucs in their permanent divisions at the 
same time 


By a 23-5 vote, the NFL voted to cut the roster of training 


camp players to 60 on Aug 9, to reduce it to 52 on Aug 30, to put 
the maximum at 48 on Sept 6, and make the final cut to 43 ac- 
tive players on Sept 12 The regular season begins Sept 18 


Another proposal, to install a cut to 40 players, then later al- 


low the addition of three to the regular-season total of 43, was 
voted down by a 12-15 vote with one abstention That plan would 
have forced all teams to cut some players they might have 
kept—and given the weaker ones the opportunity to sign some 
players they now will not get a chance to sign 


Jim Kensil, executive director of the league, also said the cut- 


down dates jpp'y only to the 1977 season "because the teams 
want to take a closer look at the numbers and see how they 
might apply to 1978," when the league shifts from six exhibition 
games and 14 in the regular season to four preseason and 16 
regular-season games. 


The NFL also set Thursday, Sept 15, at 4 p m , EST, as the 


time each team must notify the league office of which players it 
is placing on its two-man inactive squad (often known as a taxi 
squad) Those two are in addition to the 43-man active roster. 
They can come from the active squad (in which case the team 
can replace them on that List) or they can come from available 
free agents around the league 


There can be unlimited movement of players from the in- 


active to the active squad and the other way round, up to an 
hour prior to a regular-season or playoff game But a team may 
not sign a free agent within two days of an upcoming game

same club for the remainder of the season, although he could be

water quality has made it easier for cholera organism to breed 


' The water basins are drained because they make excellent 


farmland, there are fewer places for the birds to go, and then 
you have more birds trying to use less water,' he said 


Diseased birds carry cholera to a lake packed wi'h migrating 


birds, he said and the concentration of birds and water dirtied 
by siltation and other pollution spreads the disease around 
quickly he said 


The drought has aggravated the problem, he said 


Although fowl cholera epidemics are new to Nebraska they 


have become a nationwide problems since first showing up in 
central California in the 1940s, Fnend said There he added, the 
outbreaks have become a yearly problem killing as mar.v as 
70.000 birds a year 


Ridding Nebraska of the disease is vitally important he said, 


because the state is "a major staging area" for migrating 
waterfowl heading north to Canada — including the almost- 
extinct whooping crane

Florida racing 
hurt by deficits 


Tallahassee, Fla. (AP) — The horse racing industry in 
Florida is currently operating at deficits which if allowed to 
continue would seriously jeopardize more than 120 million in 
state revenue, a Senate study reported Thursday. 
The staff study made no specific recommendations on wha 
further relief the legislature should grant the ailing horse 
racing industry, but said there were a wide number of options. 
In a cover letter with the report. Senate President Lew 
Brantley said problems in the thoroughbred industry must be 
addressed by the legislature in the upcoming session 
The Legislature in 1975 enacted several temporary relief 
measures including an additonal tax of .4 per cent on bettors 
and adding 28 racing days to provide tracks more revenue 
The Senate study said that without the benefit of those 
measures all the major thoroughbred tracks, including Calder, 
Tropical, Gulfstream and Hialeah, would have ex perienced a 
$423,648 operating loss. 
The relief poured in a million dollars of revenue and thus 
eliminated all operating losses although it did not cover inter­ 
est ex penses of $2.2 million.

Florida racing 
hurt by deficits 


Tallahassee, Fla. (AP) — The horse racing industry in 


Florida is currently operating at deficits which if allowed to 
continue would seriously jeopardize more than $20 million in 
state revenue, a Senate study reported Thursday. 


The staff study made no specific recommendations on wha 


further relief the legislature should grant the ailing horse 
racing industry', but said there were a wide number of options 


In a cover letter with the report. Senate President Lew 


Brantley said problems in the thoroughbred industry must be 
addressed by the legislature in the upcoming session. 


The Legislature in 1975 enacted several temporary relief 


measures including an additonal tax of .4 per cent on bettors 
and adding 28 racing days to provide tracks more revenue 


The Senate study said that without the benefit of those 


measures all the major thoroughbred tracks, including Calder, 
Tropical, Gulfstream and Hialeah, would have experienced a 
$423.648 operating loss. 


The relief poured in a million dollars of revenue and thus 


eliminated all operating losses although it did not cover inter- 
est expenses of $2.2 million.

Clearwater, Fla. (AP) — The Philadelphia Phillies may have 
to place a want ad: “ Wanted, ballplayer who is willing and able 
to bat in the leadoff position for a National League baseball pen­ 
nant contender,” 
Manager Danny Ozark is finding it a little more difficult than 
he thought to replace Dave Cash, a 200-hit per year leadoff 
batter. He has tried two players, shortstop Larry Bowa and out­ 
fielder Gary Maddox. 
The Bowa experiment failed. The little infielder doesn’t have 
the patience nor the good bat contact it takes to swing at the top 
of the line-up. And he doesn’t want to lead off. His ability to bunt 
and work the hit-and-run makes him an ideal second batter 
Maddox can, and is, doing the job Ozark wants from a leadoff 
man. But be is doing it under protest. 
“ I don’t want to lead off,” says Maddox, who hit .330, with 175 
hits for the Eastern Division champions last year. “ I’m a free 
swinger and 1 don’t want to be restricted” 
Maddox said Ozark asked him during the winter if the 27-year- 
old Gold Glove center fielder would lead off. 
“ 1 said ‘no,’ and he said he’d hit me sixth,’’ Maddox recalled

Ozark finds lead off puzzler 


Clearwater, Fla (AP) - The Philadelphia Phillies may have 


to place a want ad- "Wanted, ballplayer who is willing and able 
to bat in the leadoff position for a National League baseball pen- 
nant contender." 


Manager Danny Ozark is finding it a little more difficult than 


he thought to replace Dave Cash, a 200-hit per year leadoff 
batter. He has tried two players, shortstop Larry Bowa and out- 
fielder Gary Maddox 


The Bowa experiment failed. The little infielder doesn't have 


the patience nor the good bat contact it takes to swing at the top 
of the line-up. And he doesn't want to lead off. His ability to bunt 
and work the hit-and-run makes him an idea! second batter. 


Maddox can, and is, doing the job Ozark wants from a leadoff 


man. But be is doing it under protest 


"I don't want to lead off," says Maddox, who hit 330, with 175 


hits for the Eastern Division champions last year. "I'm a free 
swinger and I don't want to be restricted." 


Maddox said Ozark asked him during the winter if the 27-year- 


old Gold Glove center fielder would lead off. 


"1 said 'no,' and he said he'd hit me sixth," Maddox recalled 
But Maddox has been leading off in recent exhibition games 


after Ozark decided Bowa wasn't the man for the job 


Ozark, sensing that Maddox isn't too happy about batting 


first, hedges on whether the training camp experiment will 


carry over to the regular season 


"I don't think I'll answer that until opening day," Ozark said 
Ozark said he hasn't talked with Maddox about leading off 


since last winter 


'Do you intend to talk with him'" he was asked 


• When I decide, then I'll talk with him and explain why," 


Ozark retorted 


But Ozark did everything but confirm his mind is made up in 


explaining why Maddox is ideal for the leadoff spot. 


"Maddox and Bowa make a fine 1-2 situation," Ozark ex- 


plained. ''Bowa can sacrifice, and we don't lose too much at 
bat Maddox makes good contact, has the speed." 


Ozark said Maddox might become a Bobby Bonds type lead- 


off batter and hit 30 home runs. But he sees him more like a 
Felipe Alou model, a line drive, good contact hitter. 


A comparison between Maddox and Cash, based on last year's 


statistics, indicates the manager is moving in the right direc- 
tion. Cash reached base 243 times, struck out just 13 times, hit 
.284. He had 189 hits, including 14 doubles, one triple and one 
home run 


Maddox was the third best hitter in the National League at 


.330. He reached base 217 times, with 37 doubles, six triples and 
six homers He stole 29 bases. The only big difference was 59 
strikeouts compared to Cash s 13

Robbery charges take man to trial High court 
won’t take 
Rice case

Omaha (UPI) — An Omaha drug store 
owner Thursday identified a defendant 
seated in a courtroom as the person who 
pulled a handgun, demanded drugs and 
money and threatened to shoot him if the 
orders were not carried out. 
John Trescott’s testimony came durng 
I a preliminary hearing for Kenneth A. 
Gibson, 30, of Omaha, charged with 
robery and using a firearm in commis­ 
sion of a felony in the March 20 incident 
at Varly Drug Store. 


Virgina Johnson, a drug store 
employe, testified that Gibson 
threatened to “come back and blow 
(Trescott’s) head off’’ if he wasn’t given 
the drugs 


Trescott said the robber, who wore a 
ski mask half the time he wa^ in the 
store, took about $400 in cash and $400 in 
barbituates, pain pills and "speed" pills. 


After the testimony in the drug store 
case, Gibson’s attorney, Anthony Troia 
of Omaha, waived Gibson's right to a 
preliminary hearing on two charges 
stemming from the March M holup of the 
American National Bank in Omaha. 
None of the $48,000 taken in the 
robbery has been recovered and a 
warrant has been issued for another 
suspect in the case. 
Municipal Court Judge William Ryan 
ordered Gibson to stand trial on both the 
drug store and bank holdups. Gibson 


remained in custody in lieu of $350,000 
bond on a total of eight charges. 
The charges are four each of robbery 
and of use of a firearm in commissitm of 
a felony. 
In addition to the drug store and 
American National Bank charges, Uie 
others stem from the Jan. 23 robbery of a 
grocery store and the Feb. 2 robbery of 
the Comhusker Bank in Omaha. 
Gibson is scheduled to stand trial April 
18 on the grocery store charges. 
Gibson is the son of Kenneth Kitts, who 
was convicted of numerous bank 
burglaries in the 1940s and 1950s in 
Nebraska, Iowa and South Dakota. 
Kitts was widely known for two es­ 
capes from custody.

Omaha (U PI) — The at­ 
torney for David Rice said 
Thursday that the U.S.

“ Federal law is usually 
supreme, and we assumed 
David Rice was going to get 
final word from the Supreme 
Court,” Herzog said. “ Instead, 
the high court jaid justices in 
Nebraska can interpret the 
Constitution as well as anyone 
else.”

Omaha (UPI) - An Omaha drug store 


owner Thursday identified a defendant 
seated in a courtroom as the person who 
pulled a handgun, demanded drugs and 
money and threatened to shoot him if the 
orders were not carried out. 


John Trescott's testimony came durng 


a preliminary hearing for Kenneth A. 
Gibson, 30, of Omaha, charged with 
robery and using a firearm in commis- 
sion of a felony in the March 20 incident 
at Varly Drug Store. 


Viigina Johnson, a drug store 


employe, testified that Gibson 
threatened to "come back and blow 
(Trescott's) head off" if he wasn't given 
the drugs. 


Trescott said the robber, who wore a 


ski mask half the time he was in the 
store, took about $400 in cash and MOO in 
barbituates, pain pills and "speed" pills. 


After the testimony in the drug store 


cast-, Gibson's attorney, Anthony Troia 
of Omaha, waived Gibson's right to a 
preliminary hearing on two charges 
stemming from the March 28 holup of the 
American National Bank in Omaha. 


None of the $48,000 taken in the 


robbery has been recovered and a 
warrant has been issued for another 
suspect in the case. 


Municipal Court Judge William Ryan 


ordered Gibson to stand trial on both the 
drug store and bank holdups. Gibson 


remained in custody in liuu of $350,000 
bond on a total of eight charges. 


The charges are four each of robbery 


and of use of a firearm in commission of 
a felony. 


In addition to the drug store and 


American National Bank charges, the 
others stem from the Jan. 23 robbery of a 
grocery store and the Feb. 2 robbery of 
the Comhusker Bank in Omaha. 


Gibson is scheduled to stand, trial April 


18 on the grocery store charter 


Gibson is the son of Kenneth Kltts. who 


was convicted of numerous bank 
burglaries in the 1940s and 1950s in 
Nebraska, Iowa and South Dakota. 


Kitts was widely known for two es- 


capes from custody.

eventeen years ago in California a 


former Army captain was advised 
by his lawyer not to contest his 
wife's action for divorce or to fight 


over alimony. Reuben P. Kidd was told, 
"The court will give her anything she 
wants—the moon if you can pay for it." 


And Kidd paid. But he went home 


that day in 1960 and wrote to a Sacra- 
mento newspaper calling divorce a 
racket. The response to his letter was 
so great that Kidd started an organiza- 
tion called Divorce Racket Busters. The 
Men's Rights Movement in America was 
born. 


Today there are active men's rights 


groups in at least 30 states, the District 
of Columbia and Canada, and the mem- 
berships—predominantly but not ex- 
clusively male—are growing. 


In Virginia they call 
themselves 


Fathers United for Equal Rights; in New 
Jersey, Families United for Equal Rights; 
in Minnesota, the Men's Rights Associa- 
tion; in New York, Equal Rights for 
Fathers; in Texas, Fathers for Equal 
Rights, Wives and Grandparents Coali- 
tion. The names differ, the philosophies 
and tactics vary, but these self-help, 
nonprofit corporations have one com- 
mon goal: to reform, state by state, the 
divorce and custody laws which they 
feel cripple so many families every year. 


Charge courts discriminate 


They are grassroots organizations, 


generally short on finances but long on 
anger. They hold meetings in school 
auditoriums and public libraries and 
work out of basements and storefronts. 
They picket courthouses, bring class ac- 
tion suits and are sued themselves. And 
at times they take the law into their 
own hands. For the most part they are 
outraged 
middle-class, 
middle-aged 


husbands and fathers who no longer 
accept the American way of divorce 
because they feel they have been dis- 
criminated against by the courts. They 
want decisions made on the merits of 
the individual case ralher than have the 
courts make blanket awards of every- 
thing, including children, to the mother. 


'The first shock comes when you ex- 


pect to find justice at court and there 
is none," says Elliott H. Diamond, presi- 
dent of the Virginia men's group. "What 
you do find is that ifs preordained— 
the woman gets the kids and everything 
else." Diamond, a staff engineer for a 
manufacturing company, lost custody 
of his Ihree children. Anthony J. Gil, 
an accountant and founder of the New 
Jersey organization, also lost custody 
of his child "without any real hearing" 
and knew something had to be done.

W. L Shelton Jr., founder and chairman 
of the Texas group, lost custody of his 
children after a jury trial in which six 
men and six women voted 10-2 in favor 
of his wife. "I polled the four men who 
voted against me," said Shelton, chief 
of the Civil Service Staffing Division in 
Dallas. 'They said kids belong wilh 
their mothers." 


'These fathers have become modem- 


day Davids," says New York attorney 
Doris L. Sassower, who has acted as 
counsel to both the New Jersey and 
New York groups. "They decided to 
confront a Goliath legal system that 
favors Ihe mother, judges who believe 
fathers incapable of parenthood after 
divorce and members of the Bar who 
never heard of 'paternal deprivation.'" 


The men's rights groups confront the 


system in a variety of ways. For an an- 
nual fee of around $25 they offer a 
multitude of services to their members. 


'The courts will not defend your 


rights," says the brochure for the Vir- 
ginia group, so the men are advised on 
how to defend themselves. The organi- 
zations hold clinics on how to compile 
evidence and how to become emotion- 
ally prepared for trial; they man divorce 
hot lines, sponsor lectures, set up rap 
sessions with family court judges, pub- 
lish newsletters and even, in the case 
of the Minnesota association, have sur- 
veillance teams available. The Virginia 
group sells legal briefs and memoran- 
dums of law from recent men's rights 
cases; the New Jersey group sends ob- 
servers to court. 


One men's rights organization par- 


ticipates even more directly in marital 
disputes: on occasion it flies members 
across state lines to "kidnap" their own 


children. "Don't call it 'cnild-sn.m I: 
ing,' call it 'child rescue,' " says the pd«! 
involved in the operations. "When ,, 
father has a valid custody order from 
our state and the mother flees jo ,1 
jurisdiction which doesn't recogni/, 
that order, we fly the father in to goi hi 
child. We don't /ike to do it hm ib; 
coura are r>o help*." 


One of the most crucial service; of- 


fered by nearly all (he groups is to pro- 
vide lists of "approved" lawyers. A 
major complaint among male litigant-, 
seeking help is that—in return for p.r, 
ing exorbitant legal fees—all they tJn 
expect are court orders for limited visi- 
tation, high alimony and a lifetime of 
support payments. The men's right, 
groups 
recommend 
attorneys 
who 


charge reasonably and care about men'- 
rights. 


Saving in legal fees 


Richard F. Doyle, president ,ind 


founder of the Minnesota organisation. 
claims that members of his group who 
were represented by "approved" 
cit- 


tomeys saved an average of SO percent 
in legal fees. Doyle, a former air traf;ic 
controller who lost custody of his three 
children, says his group wants, amoni; 
other things, to help "restore integrity 
to the legal profession." 


The Minnesota State Bar Association 


sought an injunction to prevent Doyle 
and his Men's Rights Association from 
"practicing law without a license." At 
his 1974 trial Doyle was found in con- 
tempt for invoking his Fifth Amendmen; 
rights against self-incrimination and 
was sentenced to 30 days in the work- 
house. In December 1976 the Supreme 
Court of Minnesota reversed the con- 
viction. 


"The way a men's rights group helps 


its members most," says New Jersey's 
Gil, "is just by being there. Our pres- 
ence alone has created a new attitude 
in the courts." Charles E. Cornell, 
founder and president of the New York 
organization, 
agrees. 
"Because 
we 


exist," he says, "there is an increasing 
public 
awareness of 
discrimination 


against fathers." Cornell, a machine 
operator at a glass factory, was awarded 
custody of his two children for the 
summer months. He attributes his vic- 
tory in part to the demand for due 
process brought by groups like his. 
"There is strength and hope in num- 
bers," he says. 


They gave me courage' 


One father who says he owes a great 


deal to a men's rights organization is 
Ira Victor, a member of a medical school 
faculty. "When you go through a di- 
vorce you feel a tremendous sense of 
isolation," says Victor, who sought aid 
from the New Jersey men's group. 
"They gave me the courage to go on 
and showed me how to fight." Appear- 
ing as his own attorney, Victor ob- 
tained rulings enforcing the visitation 
rights that had been withheld by his wife. 
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
